Torrential rains over 
the state for the last three days caused, 
many rivers and smaller streams to 
overflow- their banks, destroy crops 
in the lowlands and inundate residen- 
tial and business sections of several 
towns. 


In some places Monday streams were 


reported receding and not much addi- 
tional damage was expected. 


Arkansas City and Winfield. Kans., 


suffered-greatly from the floods. Three 
thousand persons were declared home- 
less in Arkansas City in an appeal 
sent by the mayor for outside aid. He 
estimated the flood damage there at 
52,000.000. 
Both the Arkansas and 


"Walnut rivers were-out of their banks 
there and a large residential section 
of the city was flooded. One thou- 
sand persons were marooned Sunday 
night "in a schoolhotise and in other 
buildings-in one part of the city. 
,- "Winfield reported several hundred 
families homeless. Early "Monday water

Walnut 
river 
was 
running 


through the center of the city. The 
•water and light plant there, as well 
as in many other towns, was put out 
of commission-

Her affections unrequited

"sheik" lover, J. T. Davern, 25, with 
whom she occupied a room in a local 
hotel, Miss Dorothy Tonsfeldt, 20, of 
Frederick, twice attempted suicide at 
7:30 
Sunday morning, and now is in 


St. Elizabeth hospital suffering from 
the effects of swallowing a large dose 
of iodine. Her mother has been sum- 
moned to her bedside. 


A half hour previous to her taking 


poison she came to the hotel with Dav- 
e,rn. a traveling 
photographer, 
and

After coming to Appleton, she made 
an attempt on her life first by trying 
to slash her throat, but was prevented 
by Davern. It was later that she took 
the iodine.

of medicine, the contents of which the 
police have not as yet ascertained. It 
was secured from a druggist. 


Her condition as learned from the 


physician in charge is not serious.

COMMON SCHOOLS AND THE 


UNIVERSITY 


There is a way of putting things that 


is often misleading and deceptive. 
The 


utterance of half truths and of generali- 
ties, so common to politicians, 
<jarry 


xnany people a-stray and are responsible 
for much loose thinking throughout, the 
country. For instance, the other day an 
assemblyman in the legislature made the 
declaration that the state of "Wiscon- 
sin, is spending fwp hundred times as 
much for the education of its university 
students as it is spending for the chil- 
dren in the common schools. 
He might 


have, -with equal propriety, stated that 
the people o'f Wisconsin are spending two 
hundred times as much for un-moral as 
for moral purposes. 
Either statement 


might be technically true, but it would be 
only a half-truth at best and ~ entirely 
wrong in its inferences. 


The University of "Wisconsin is main- 


tained by the state at large. If it has been 
developed into one of the great universi- 
ties of the country it has not been at the 
expense of the common schools. The dis- 
sertation by the assemblyman on the uni- 
versity was an obvious attempt to place 
it in disrepute and to prejudice the tax- 
payers against its support. As a matter 
of fact, the university is one of the insti- 
tutions of AVisco'nsin "of which its people 
may be justly proud. We are fortunate, 
indeed, as a state to have fostered and 
grown this tremendous force for moral 
and intellectual advancement. 


In 1922 the state of Wisconsin expend- 


ed for the "University of Wisconsin -$5.- 
249,794. It spent practically the same 
amount on charitable and penal institu- 
tions, or to be exact. -54.745.605. Cer- 
tainly it will not be held that this is an 
undue preponderance for higher educa- 
tion over penitentiaries and state chari- 
ties. But there is a comparison in state 
disbursements that is more to the point 
and to which we respectfully call the at- 
tention of the assemblyman who is criti- 
cizing the, University budget. 
In the 


same year that Wisconsin, spent §5.249.- 
794 for its university it spent the sum 
of §20.095.400 for the maintenance of 
boards, departments and commissions. In 
other words, four times as much went for 
the political and administrative machin- 
ery of the state as for university educa- 
tion. If the people of Wisconsin are to 
economize it would, seem that they could 
do so to better advantage by reducing the 
$20.000.000 expenditure for political 
and administrative purposes than by cut- 
ting the expenditure of -$5.000.000 for 
university purposes. 


We agree with the assemblyman that 


common school education in Wisconsin is 
poorly provided for. 
It is poorly provid- 


ed for. however, because the officials, and' 
back of the officials the people, who are 
responsible for them, do not choose to 
maintain them adequately. School facili- 
ties are better in the cities because the 
people of the cities are willing to spend 
the money that is necessary to make, them 
good. 
Whenever the people are willing 


to spend money to make good common 
schools they will have them, and not un- 
til then. To cripple the state university 
by depriving it of funds would do noth- 
ing for the common schools. 
It would 


be like cutting off our nose to spite our 
face. 
We do not have inferior common 


schools because we have a superior state 
university. 
We hnve them for the sim- 


ple, reason that we do not provide for 
them. 


REPRESENTATIVE GOVERNMENT 


OR DEMOCRACY 


One of the surest thinkers among the 


world's publicists is Thomas R. Marshall, 
former vice president of the 
United 


States. Presiding over the senate in con- 
spicuous obscurity did not blight, his hu- 
mor nor blunt his searching vision. 


In a commencement address, delivered 


in Hamilton, Ohio. Air. Marshall alluded 
to our old-fashioned, representative gov- 
ernment as an arrangement to remove 
the making, enforcement and interpreta- 
tion of laws from the folly of sentiraen- 
talism and bias. 
Our disposition, he ob- 


serves, is to abandon it for pure demo- 
cracy, which inevitably culminates in 
class government. 


"Once the classes have obtained con- 


trol of government." he states, "some 
one class will take charge, and that will 
be the end of democracy." 
It is up to 


us. he continued, to retain the govern- 
ment of common sense and justice, or to 
experiment with pure democracy, "where 
the shifting tides of the passion or self- 
interest or class interest vary standards 
from day,to day." 


Mr. Marshall is not merely expressing 


personal opinion in warning us against 
class government. 
Other publicists are 


savins the same thing, but not so clearly 
or forcibly. Are we in the throes of self- 
interest right-now? 
Is not our gravest 


political problem raised by class system 
as a substitute for representative govern- 
ment? 


LIFE HAZARDS IN BUILDINGS 
Now and then we read of fatal acci- 


dents from the collapse of buildings or 
the disintegration of parts of structures. 
Immediately, we blame public 
officials, 


accusing them of neglect of inspection 
and condemnation. 


Part of a cornice fell from the roof of 


a store building in St. Louis, killing one 
person and injuring eight others. Some- 
body or some company will be sued for 
damages, and the litigation may drag on 
for years through inability to fix direct 
responsibility. 


Every owner of a building and every 


tenant should have inspections made fre- 
quently, and such protrusions as cornices 
should be repaired or altered, especially 
if they are _aging or^ corroding. Pro- 
jections of all kinds on buildings are more 
or less dangerous. 


Habit explains most accidents. We 


frequently inspect desks, counters, show 
cases and things that we use. This is 
habit. We do not inspect ceilings, outer 
walls or roofs. 
This. too. is habit. Our 


habit is to think of business, and our 
habit also is not to think of hazard. 


THE POCKET AIRSHIP 


In adopting innovations we have been 


more quick and daring than any other 
people. 
It seems, however, that France 


and England are to lead us in perfecting 
the small airplane as a pleasure and busi- 
ness car. Barbot, who flew across the 
English channel from France, is dem- 
onstrating his small "pocket"' airship in 
America, hoping no doubt, to obtain capi- 
tal for an American manufacturing 
com- 


pany. 


The British Air Ministry is encourag- 


ing the designing and manufacture of 
light airplanes. It offers a prize of S2.- 
500 for an eight-horse power machine to 
cost not more than $500. 
London an- 


nounced that many British companies 
are making four-horse power planes that 
leave the ground with a. few yards' run. 
There is talk in England of the light air- 
plane being as popular as the flix^ver and 
motorcycle. 


Travel in the air is quite as safe to- 


day as on land or water, and it will be 
much safer in the air in a short time. 
That people will be flying in airplanes 
much as they ride in automobiles is not 
a dream. Aerial navigation is here 
now.

WHAT TO MIX WITH BABY'S FOOD 


Another typical history of wrong feeding: 
"My little pirl. need 20 months, has been a suf- 


ferer from constipation since she was three months 
old. 
At that time she became a bottle baby. 1 then 


tried mixing the milk with ——'s food according 
to directions on the package, which seemed to help 
for a while, but not long. Then I tried 
's nnd 


other brands, all with the same results: I began 
giving her a very little cereal and a taste of vege- 
tables when she was nine months old . . . had to 
resort to injections regularly every third day . . •" 


T cite this as a bad example. I hope readers will 


not assume that I attempt to advise about inrthid- 
ual infant feeding problems. If you have such a 
problem present it to your physician. 
It can't be 


intelligently dealt with by correspondence.' 


Now and then a baby is constipated even though 


nursed at the breast. This is xisually due to under- 
feeding;: if the quantity and quality of the milk can- 
not be improved by better hygiene it is generally 
necessary to supplement breast feeding with one 
or two bottlfr feedings daily. 


A great many infants artificially fed surfer with 


constipation because the formula is too weak. In 
the instance I have quoted ij should be noticed, the 
mother waited until the baby was nine months old 
before she added cereals and vegetables to the baby's 
diet. For the third month, in most cases, it is ad- 
visable to begin usinsr barley wateV, or oatmeal water 
in place of plain water and lime water, to dilute 
the milk, in modifying fresh milk for the baby. Thin 
cereal gruels may be given with advantage to most 
bottle babies when they are six months old: a tea- 
spoonful 
or two of any fresh vegetable pulp (the 


vegetable well cooked and run through a coarse 
sieve) should be given every day or two from the 
fifth month. Some beef or mutton or chicken broth 
should be given to a baby two or three times a 
week from the seventh or eighth month, earlier in 
some cases. 
Ordinary meat gravy and baked or 


mashed potato may be given with advantage to any 
normal baby nine months of-age. 


Another fault in the feeding of the baby described 


was the use of an excessive proportion of carbohy- 
drates (starch or sugar) instead of increasing the 
strength of the fresh milk. The baby ought to di- 
gest undiluted and unmodified whole fresh milk by 
the time he is ten months old. It is wrong in prin- 
ciple and harmful to the baby's health and growth 
:o go on diluting and modifying the milk after that 
time. Some extremely depraved conditions are trace- 
able to that error. It is far better to err on the side 
of allowing the baby to take things too soon than 
.t is to pamper him and withhold the normal stimu- 
ius to his digestive organs and the essential ele- 
ments for his development.

Of course disease germs wouldn't mind, but you 
would be surrounded by an aroma lilcely to keep 
your friends at their distance and send even strang- 
ers hurriedly away to take the air. It is from our 
friends and neighbors that we catch disease. 


How To Determine Disease Of Tonsils 


Kindly indicate how one can determine whether 


the tonsils are infected or diseased enough to be 
the cause of frequent colds.—P. H. L. 


Answer—By consulting a physician. Infected ton- 


sils are frequently found to harbor the germs -which 
cause recurring or chronic respiratory diseases. Any 
physician can inform you, upon examination, what 
the state of your tonsils is.

Experts Use '5 


(From The Philadelphia Inquirer.) 
Although scarcely" a year 
passes 


without some new 
way 
of 
faking 


gems, 
comparatively 
few imitation 


stones succeed in passing the experi- 
enced tester. 


When handling packets 
of 
gems 


from all sources every week one nu 
turally acquires a kind of intuition in 
detecting imitations. And this merely 
by passing the eye over a row of 
gems just to see how they 
glisten 


Likewise after glancing at the facet? 
on a stone one can usually hazard 
a. good opinion as to the genuineness 
of the gem. 


As soon as a suspicious stone Is de 


tected, it is tested by two or three or 
even more individuals, each using the 
test he thinks most suitable. 


The five methods of testing in com- 


mon use are known as "brilliancy." 
"globule," 
"dot." 
''marking" 
and 


"facets." A faked gem is less brilliant 
than a real one-. As trusting to the 
naked eye is unsatisfactory, the gem 
is 'dropped into a bowl of water. If 
the 
stone 
is genuine it 
glistens 


through the liquid, whereas an imi- 
tation gem loses all its brilliancy. 


The globule test is almost as simple 


to perform, and is just as efficient. A 
drop of water is placed upon the dia- 
mond's face, 
It is then touched with 


the point of a fine-sharpened pencil to 
see if the globule breaks or spread?. 
When the stone is genuine the globule 
keeps its form, while the surrounding 
parts of tho face remain dry. The re- 
verse happens in 
the case 
of 
a 


"faked" gem. 


The dot method consists of looking 


through a diamond at a black dot on 
a sheet of white paper. If the riot ap- 
pears in any way blurred the stone Is 
held back for other tests as to its 
genuineness. 


In gems the degree of hardness also 


counts for much. 
A file 
will 
run 


smoothly over a genuine stone nnd 
leave no trace of marks. But the best 
of imitation stones rarely withstand 
the severity of this method and xvill 
splinter -and , fly in all directions. 


The last-named test probably seoms 


easier than any of the others. It Is 
can-left out by examining tho facets of 
a genuine and an imitation stone side 
by side. 
With the latter extra caro 


has been given to'the grinding and 
polishing, so that there Is no 
likeli- 


hood of irregularity in the reflection 
of tno light. With a genuine gem thin 
la unnecessary. 


In other words, the facets of an imi- 


tation stone ar« often more accurate 
than in the stone of genuine quality.

Green Bay has decided an important 
cfuestion in Indian land claims in his 
ruling in the circuit court case of Ed- 
ward Doxtator vs. William Larsen. It 
states, in effect, that lands hereto- 
fore held in trust for allottees of the 
Oneida Indian reservation can be sold 
or encumbered after the expiration 
of the trust period without awaiting 
the actual issuance of the fee patent. 


The law provides that the land in 


question shall be held in trust for the 
allottee a period of 25 years, unless this 
time is extended by 
the 
president. 


President Wilson did extend the period 
one year. At the expiration of the 26 
years a fee patent or conveyance from 
the government to the allottee was to 
be issued.

In the Doxtator case, the plaintiff 


was one of three brothers entitled to 
the land.
